Fresh Outbreak*. 
Kagoshima, Jan. 17.—The further 
violent eruptions o! the volcano Sa- 
kura-Jima, accompanied by a severe 
earthquake, occurred late last night, 
cp.using the collapse of many more 
buildings. Numbers of the 
inhabi- 
tants of Kagoshima, who had return- 
ed, fled again in terror from the city. 
Ashes are falling thickly today. 
The sun sun looked like a-ball of 
blood over Kagoshima today, but it 
gave n night and the darkness was 
such that night signals had to be 
employed on the railroads. The fly- 
ing dust was so thick, that the tew 
pedestrians on the streets, making 
their way to the outskirts of the city, 
had to cover their mouths and noses 
with towels and handkerchiefs to pre- 
vent suffocation. 
The waters of the gulf of Kagosh- 
ima seemed to be boiling and the 
quantity of floating pumice stone was 
so great that it prevented navigation. 
Americans: Contributing. 
Tokio, Japan, Jan. 17.—Messages of 
sympathy with Japan in connection 
with the recent disaster in the'south 
are pouring in from all parts of the 
world and especially from America 
and'England. Both President Wilsou 
and Secretary of State Bryan have 
sent dispatches. 
Contributions for relief have bean 
made by the American Red Cross and 
the naval society.

Attorney General Rules That Appro- 


priation of $50,000 for Bridge at 


Merrimae is Illegal.

Madison, Wis., Jan. 17.—The bill 
passed at the last session of the legis- 
lature appropriating $50,000 out 
of 
the state treasury for the construc- 
tion and maintenance of .a free wagon 
bridge across the Wisconsin river at 
Merrimae was held unconstitutional 
by Attorney General Walter C. Owen 
today in an opinion of District Attor- 
ney David Bogue of Columbia county. 
"The act before us. is special and 
local on its face," says the opinion. 
"It provides in terms for the construc- 
tion by certain named municipalities 
and by the counties of Sauk and Co- 
lumbia of a bridge 'upon different 
terms with respect tovthe proportion 
of the cost to be borne by the'muni- 
cipalities and the counties involved by 
special procedure and rwith a greater 
amount of state aid authorized than 
would obtain under the general, laws 
relating to the construction :of such 
bridges by municipalities and coun- 
ties elsewhere in the state. In my 
opinion it comes clearly under the 
condemnation of the: constitutional 
provision referred to^v and .construed 
and applied in the_Keveral .authorities 
cited. Accordingly,' I amx>f the opin- 
ion, that chapter 586, laws of 1913, is 
unconstitutional and void." 
In the same opinion District Attor- 
ney Bogue inquired regarding the con- 
stitutionality of chapter-'628, passed 
at the last session of the legislature, 
which provides a general method for 
the construction of a bridge, located 
or bordering upon several towns or 
villages. The details ot the law'are 
examined at great length, ••--•but 
the 
statute is held: to be constitutional. 
The statute provides a general method 
of state aid in the construction of! 
bridges. 
'

"Nothing is disclosed which easts 
upon the constitutionality of this law 
such a doubt as would warrant the 
attorney general in holding.it invalid," 
said the opinion in reference to chap- 
ter 628. "As the act is one carrying 
an appropriation from the state treas- 
ury, were it made to appear that its 
validity was substantially 
doubtful, 
the attorney general would not hesi- 
tate to advise the secretary of state 
to refuse to audit and the state treas- 
urer to refuse to pay claims against 
the appropriation which it carries, un- 
til its validity had been established 
•by'a decision of the supreme court. 
But in this case no such doubt ap- 
pears either on principle or upon 
authority and I cannot so hold. I am 
of the opinion that the act is valid."

No one is permitted to dis- 
turb him during his mid-day rest, but 
the people who know him well say 
that the best time to ask a favor is 
•when he emerges 
from the inner 


room and takes his place at the desk. 


Someone asked Mr. Rockefeller,, a 


time ago, to what he attributed his 
good health, and he said, "The ten 
minute sleep after lunch has done 
more for me than anything else." The 
habit has become contagious, and it 
Ss said that many other offices, in the 
busy block, have adopted the old gen- 
tleman's rest-room idea. 


A story published in one of the 


magazines, net long since, told of the 
simple life and habits of a dozen of 
our great captains of finance, and 
with but one exception they all took 
time to live, and the most of them 
are well over on the shady side of 
life. 


The exception to the rule was the 


late E. H. Harriman, who died at the 
age of sixty-one. 
Mr. Harriman ate 


a simple lunch at his desk -while dic- 
tating to a stenographer, or attend- 
ing to other important business. 


During his last illness, h.e had a 


telephone installed in his room, and 
hid the receiver under the bed, to fool 
his physician. He used the instru-

German Export Report Shows increase 


Caused by American -tariff— 


To Spend Million for 


Aviation. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 


Berlin, Jan. 17.—The German .capi- 
talist's own artillary has been turned 
upon him by the Socialists^<The money 
interests have been awakened by the 
iirst encounter to the realization that 
the Socialist resources are a factor in 
financial 
affairs. This 
awakening 
came recently when, as reported by 
cabe, the "free labor unions." which 
owe allegiance to the Socialists, de- 
cided to withdraw 
$5,000,000 in de- 
posits from 
one of .the big banking 
houses because it had discharged 
a 
clerk for joining in a movement for 
higher salaries. 
The sum was re-de- 
posited in banks willing to see that 
their employes' coalition rights were 
respected. 
The total funds of the unions are 
estimated at between $20,000,000 and 
$30.000,000. But even this sum is only 
? minor item in the capital accumula- 
tions Q£ the workingmen. Their co- 
oprative stores and buying societies 
represent a capital of about $40,000,- 
000. 
Of the 
^l^OO.QiOO.OOO accumu- 
lated in the reserves of the govern- 
mental insurance systems about 45 
has been contributed by the workers, 
whose interest 'in private insurance 
funds is estimated at well over $250,- 
(100,000. About half of the $4,500,000,- 
000 deposited in savings 
banks in 
Germany belongs to the 
laboring 
classes. In all, persons of this, class 
own, it is figured, between a seventh 
and an eighth of the total wealth of 
the country. 
Aroused Comment. 


Two illustrations of the capitalistic 
aspect of the 
Socialist unions have 
lately aroused much .comment. These 
were loans made -by'^Socialist organ- 
izations to two municipalities, which 
were able to place bond issues •with 
the Socialists to much better advan- 
tage than with the ordinary banks. 
Tariff Affects Trade. 
While the German business men are 
declaring that the export trade to the 
United States has not been noticeably 
affected by the new American traiff, 
statistics from the American Consul- 
ate General show an increase of more 
than $1,500,000 during the last two 
months since the tariff act came into 
force, the increase 
in these two 
months being almost ten per cent of 
the total 
business 
passing through 
the consulate in the preceding year. 
Eggs are a feature of the increase. 
These figure for the first time in the 
reports of the Berlin consulate but the 
item 
is already 
considerable, over 


S75.000 worth having been shipped dur- 
ing November and first twelve days of 
December, or at the rate of more than 
?2.000.000 worth a year. This money 
does not .go to to poultrymen in 
Germany, however, for the shipments 
originate in Russia or Austrian Gali- 
cia and are handled here only in tran- 
sit. 


Increase in Textiles. 
In the 
purely 
German trade the 


principal increases are shown in tex- 
tiles particularly cotton goods and vel- 
vets, and 
in 
toys. 
The .so-called 


"Heavy industry" 
of iron 
and steel 
products has not been conspicuously 
affected nor do the experts here be- 
lieve that the German manufacturers 
will find much of an opening to the 
American 
markets 
under the new 


tariff.

Popular French* President Celebrates 


Anniversary in Office—Third 


Cabinet Opposes Him. 


[SPECIAL TO THB GAZETTE.] 


Paris, Jan. 
17.—Undoubtedly the 
most 
popular man 
in France, 
is 
President Raymond Poincare who, to- 
day, one year ago, was elected by the 
Versailles Congress. Notwithstanding, 
it is an open secret that the Presi- 
dent 
and his present 
cabinet are 
somewhat at odds. When Poincare 
was elected a year ago he was consid- 
ered the people's candidate. Old school 
politicians, among them were Georges 
Clemenceau, Emile Combes, Dubois o£ 
the Senate, Deschanel o£ the Chamber, 
Eugene Caillaux and Alexander Ribot, 
opposed him,'it is said, because it.was 
known that 
he was not consent to 
play a purely decorative part in the 
government. It is also stated that he 
would have been defeated had 'the 
Senate and Chamber dared oppose an 
avalanche of public opinion. 
Poincare's first cabinet was headed 
by Aristide Driand. It is known that 
the views of the two men are almost 
identical; The second cabinet headed 
by-Louis Parthou, changed matters a 
little. The third and last, headed, by 
Gaston Doumergue, it is claimed is 
dominated by the politicians who op- 
pose Poincare, and, when Briand got 
up in the Chamber and criticised its 
policies, people remarked that it was 
almost as if the President himself was 
talking. 
The President has little to 
do with naming his cabinet. Upon sug- 
gestions of Senate and House leaders 
he charges some one'to form a cabi- 
net which is directly responsible to 
the Chamber. In the words of certain 
Frenchmen who understand American 
slang, the Chamber "wish" almost any 
sort of cabinet on a president in which 
case, if things are too bad, he can dis- 
solve parliament or resign office.

' made the women's cause an integral 
part of his policy. The whole work

! or an amendment to the government's 
franchise bill having both failed. 
Convertinn Liberals. 
A recent by-election in South Lan 
ark is cited as showing the activity

i encies.
